. Avter yoing to press yesterday we learned 


with considerable surprise that the Canton. 
Hongkong Wa-Hop Telegraph Company. 
had been officially infurmed by the Secre- 
tary:of State for the Colonies, that thelr 
application to be permitted to bring in 
their line’to Hongkong, by laying: a sub- 
marine cable from the mainland at Kow.- 
Joon across the ‘harbour, could not be 
frantud, As the official despatch, which 
we understand was only recelved yester- 
day, dovs not appear to state the prounds 


«on which Earl Kasmercny considers it 


hocessary, to decline to accede to the 
application of the Chinese Company, we 


-are not in a position to’ discuss the 


motives which may have led to the 
course of action adopted. There are, 
however, several curious features, con- 
nected with this matter which are of public 
interest, and which justify us in brielly 
commenting on what we cannot but con- 
sider a most unfair and impolitic act of 
high-handed injustice, 1 

As we stated in our leader of yesterday, 
the history of this Chinese Company con- 


tains no mysterious elements of political 
-chicanery, which could possibly engender 
suspicions that the project was intended to 
be something vastly, different to the pub- 
lished intentions of its promoters. This 
can be made clear in a’ few words. Some 
time ago a certain number of. Chinese. 
capitalists. ip Canton and Hongkong—the 
yreat majority in this Colony—started a 
private company with the intention of con: 


necting Canton, tho great capital of 
Southern China, by telegraph with the 
Colony of Hongkong. Through the 
energy of one of these Chinese gentlemen 
~-a gentleman who is well known for 


the lively interest he takes in the pro. 


gress of his countrymen, and in the com- 
mercial welfare of this Colony—the com: 
pany succeeded, after some trouble, in ob- 
taining the necessary concession to con- 
struct the ling, from the high Provincial 
Authorities in Canton; and then, naturally, 
applied to the Hongkong Government for 
permission to laya sub-marine cable across 
the harbour, never for one moment bellev- 
ing that they would experience the slightest 
ificulty in obtaining the requisite authority 


‘to carry through what appears to us to be 


almost an indispensable portion of the 
entire undertaking, And now to their utter 
surprise, and to the astonishment, we 
should imagine, of alt sensible \men, 
difficulties which could never have been 
anticipated are thrown in the way by 
the inexplicalbje decision of a Guvern- 
ment which has always , profised the 
most liberal ideas in reyard to everything 
connected with, and likely to facilitate, Chi- 
nese progress, and the development. of 


vtrade.: The Chinese Company looked to 


the British Government for encouragement 
and support, and they have met with ob- 
struction and ill-will, 

‘We eannot comprehend on what justift- 
alle grounds, even under ordinary circum: 
stances, the Secretary of State refused the 
concession solicited by the Chinese Com- 
pany; but when we consider that [earl 


Kivarkier's refusal to allow this Company |. 


te Jay a sub-marineg cable from the main- 
Jand to’ Hongkong was received by the 
Chinese two or three days after the Eastern 
Extension Telegraph Company at this.port 
had actually Jaid a cable from East Point 
tu Kowloon, the whole business seems 
wrapped in mystery. It certainly appears 
as ifit were the intention of the Secre- 
tary of State to favour the Eastern Ex. 
tension Company at the expense of its 
rival, and to establish in. this Colony that 
detestable monopoly’ -aygainst “which so 
much has been said and written. Earl 
Konexney’s decision in refusing: the Chi- 
nese permission to lay the cable, and con- 
ceding the privilege to an Knytish Com- 
pirny, also suyrests the idea that the British 
Government: wish the Chinese Company 
to have no alternative but to join the lines 
of the Kastern Extension Company, whe- 
ther they wish it or not. This is certainly 
about the meanest and most contemptible 
specimen of so-called British statesman ship 
we have come across for many a long day, 
and forces us to the conclusion that the 
Seeretary of State is cither as inconsistent 
as the majority of political nonentities who 
are fayored by fortune, or is the blind tool 
of interested partisans at this side of the 
world, How Earl JXrsmercey can re- 
conrile his action in the matter of this

route; which, maans that, in addition to the 
few minutes necessary for transmitting 
telegrams between Canton and the ter- 
minal station, a delay of more than one 
hour is put on every messaye, Whether 
this would be regarded as a. satisfactory 
telegraphic communication by the mercan- 
tile world, here and elsewhere, is ques- 
tionable, and we think it not improbable 
that serious complaints would quickly be 
made about this barefaced attempt to 


‘cause Inconvenience to the Inajority by an 


unwise desire to favor an Interested few, 

There must be some persons in Hong- 
kong who are In,a position to afford the 
public some information as to.the grounds 
on which Earl Kisnexzey has been ad: 
vised to refuse the concession solicited by 
the Chinese Telegraph Company! Frankly 
confessing our own inability to fathom his 
Lordship’s reasons for deciding as he has 
done, we shall be glad ‘for our own sake, 
and for the sake and in the interests of 
our readers, to uive publicity to any re- 
marks on the subject with which we may 
be favored. ‘Great Britain has always 
been the eloquent advocate of Chinese 
progress; surely Lord Kinnzrzey's latest 
actis not the inauguration of an era of 
obstruction | '

THE promoters of our local Tramway Company ‘|’ 
may be interested to know that steam tramways 

have provedan utter failurein Paris, The Builder 

states that the Paris Tramway Company wished 
to give steam a thorough trial, and as they have 

had five years’ experience of it, and have tried 

every system they could -find—the number was 

no less than Wwenty-one—they have cvery reason 

to consider that their acquaintance with the. 
merits and defects of steam power is pretty ex. 

haustive, The end has been that they have 

totally abandoned steam and reverted to the old 

systemn of cmploying horses. The result of the 

prolonged tials has been to show that steam is 

dearer than horsé power, ‘The engine requires a 

driver and stoker, whose pay is greater than two 

of the old drivers or coachimen. Then the fuel 

and maintenance of the engines in order were. 
costly, while the orignal outlay in capital is about 

the same as that required to keep up the requisite 

stud of horses. Moreover, hardly a weck, ofien 

nota day in the week, passed without some ac.’ 
cident on the stcam line, which proved very 

costly to the company, and led to complaints 

being addressed, from various quariers to the 

authorities.

Savs a San Francisco contemporary :—The

‘I; McLean, the Custom-house 
ofticer accused by Captain Roper of the Aujer 
Head of having held a losing hand in a 
poker game on board the ship, and of having 
refused to settle his losings, states that the 
Captain's allegation is made out of the whole 
cloth for, the purpose of influencing the testimony 
whiclY he is to give in the habeas corpus proceed-:

A RUMOR was current, on the streets yesterday, 
says the San Francisco 4/fa of the rath ulto, 
that the Occidental and Oriental Steamship Com.

An 
Alta reporter accordingly called, upon Colonel 
Fred Crocker last night to ascertain if the rumor 
was based on facts, and learned from that gen- 
teman that the O. and 0.

give ts a reason for his belief the statements to 
shat effect by the two doctors on board the vessel, 
backed by a concuirihg opinion from Health 
Officer Meares, and the fact that the twenty-two 
alleged patients taken from the vessel to tho: 
‘Twenty-sixth-strect Hospital had been all dis 
charged from that institution last Saturday, 
which, he held, was proof positive that they had 
not been sick, clse they could not have been 
cured in so brief a time, while the seventeen

proven innocent of any disease. As to the re- 
ported’ suit, he believed that the quarantined 
cabin [passengers were in a fit mood to institute 
such proceedings, and that considerable corres- 
pondence on this subject had passed between Sir 
William Eden, one of the quarantined passcn- 
gers, and the British Consul, W. Lane Booker.
